It s now up to the voters w hether Pennsylvania * ex service 
men are to receive a slidtng-scalc bonus, based on length of 
service, estim ated to run to $ 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , and to cost $(>50,- 
0 0 0 .0 0 0 by the tim e the debt is paid o ff. 
Feelings run high in some quarters. 
Even the veterans are not unanim ous. 
Some w ant the m oney, say they n e rd it and insist that they 
earned it (w h ich nob od y denies). 
The bonus s u p p o rte r have 
interpreted the bonus as a sort o f p u m p -p rim in g step, arni a rr 
te llin g businessmen in various com m unities bow 
m uch 
"n e w 
m o n e y" it w ou ld b ring into each area. 
O ther veterans are opposing the bonus fo r several reasons, 
the p rincipal being that they realize that the veteran* are the 
ones w ho w ould have to pay the debt back. A s the com ing gen 
eration o f tax-payers, they argue that it isn t a good investm ent 
to support a bonus w hich can’t fa il to mean higher taxes fo r the 
next tw enty or th irty years
